A memorial tor that purpose 
signed by the masters of every state 
grange from North Carolina to Texas, 
was issued three years ago. It stated 
all the advantages of a smaller crop and 
appealed for co-operation to bring it 
about, The acreage was reduced, but 
a diminished acreage did not result in 
asmaller crop. Better cultivation and 
a free use of fertilizers produced an 
equally large crop upon a decreased 
area: He therefore concludes that the 
co-operative scheme is unpracticable ; 
that southern farmers are loth to co- 
operate for anything except their own 
destruction. The News however thinks 
that under the pressure of a stern ne- 
cessity, with poverty staring them in 
the face, the farmers may be ready to 
- juin hands, as never before, to save 
themselves from impending ruin.

A GRACEFUL TRIBUTE, 


Scarcely a week passes that we do 
not have the pleasure of reading some 
incident which shows the good feeling 
now entertained by old West Point 
officers of the confederate army for 
their class-mates in the federal service. 

Gen. Reno having been unjustly crit- 
icised by the New York Herald for not 
co-operating With Gen. Custar, Gen. 
R. H. Anderson, at present chief of po- 
lice at Savannah, comes out in the 
Morning News in his defence. Reno 
and Anderson graduated at West Point 
in 1857, and served together in Oregon 
and Washington Territory against vhe 
Indians until 1861, when they 
became separated by the late war, An- 
derson resigning and taking a place in 
the confederate army, of which he be- 
came a brave and gallant major gen- 
eral. 

And now, after fifteen long years of 
absence from each other, under pain- 
fully peculiar circumstances, Gen. An- 
derson, like a true knight of southern 
chivalry, steps into the arena to defend 
his Sormer comrade but later foeman, 
whose absence in tke Indian country 
prevents him from defending himself 
from false accusations. ‘A soldier’s 
honor and courage, like a woman’s vir- 
tue,” says Gen. A., “should not be sus- 
pected, much less questioned, without 
the strongest indisputable evidence. 
As an act of simple justice to a gallant 
soldier who, while engaged in fighting 
his country’s enemies in the wilds of 
Dakotah, has no means of repelling 
what I believe to be unjust. criticisms 
upon his professional behavior, I will 
be glad if you will publish the en- 
closed letterfrom Gen. Averill, which 
I cordially endorse, and most heartily 
concur in the sentiments therein ex- 
pressed.” 

Will it not be.extremely gratifying to 
Gen. Reno, when this tribute of his old 
classmate reaches..his eye, to know 
that four years ot bloody warfare 
against each other and a separation 
of fifteen long and eventful years have 
not served to alienate brave and honor- 
able hearts, neither have they obliter- 
ated the recollections of years of mu- 
tual hardship and danger on the far off 
frontier of our expanding country. For 
of those days Gen, Anderson says; in
